An ellbrt to have 
it made a special order for Monday next 
failed. Tiie bill as reported provides that 
whenever the president may deem it his 
duty to exorcise any of the powers given 
to him by an act entitled " an act to au- 
thorise tho President of the United States 
to protect and defend tho rights of Ameri- 
ca!! fishing voHsela, American lishermon, 
American trading and other vessnls in cer- 
tain cuaes, and for other purp sos, Ap- 
proved March 3rd, 1887,"' it shall be 
lawful for tho president, in hia diacretion, 
by proclamation to thatefi'ect,, to siiBi)eiid, 
in whole or part, tho transportation acrosa 
the territory of the United States.in bond 
and without payment of duty, of goods, 
waren and merchandise imported from 
any foreign cuuntrj to or from the British 
dominions in North America. 

Section 11.— Whenever the President 
shall be satisfied that there is any discrim- 
ination whatever in tho uao of the Wol- 
land canal, the St. Lawrence River canals, 
the Chambly canal, or either of them, 
whether by tolla, refund of tolls, or other- 
wise, which can or may bo detrimentjil to 
tho interests of the United Stated, or any 
of its citizens, it shall be lawful for tho 
President in his discretion to issue a pro- 
clamation to that effect, ivheroupon shall

I every foreign vessel and her cargo passing 



through the Sault Sto Marie canal or the 
St. Clair Flats canal, and the secretary of 
the treasury may authorize and direct any 
of tho custom otbcers to collect tolls levied 
under this act, or the Prosidout m.iy iu 
his discretion, when ha ia satisfied there 
is any such discrimination, prohibit 
tho use of said canal to any aiieh 
foreign vessels.

INDUSTRIAL SCHOOLS FOli INDIANS 

Four Schools te be Eatabllsbed In British Col- 
' nmbia-^Kuper Island,' Hetlakahtia, 
Kamloops' and Kootenay. 

At tho last .'session of the finlorid par- 
liament a vote of money was urule for tho 
establishment of three industrial schools 
for the ])roviiice of British Columbia, to 
be used in the instruction of the Indian 
population in too peaceful arts. Of these 
threu one is to bo located on Vancouver 
Island, tho other two on the mainland — 
one at Kamloops, the other at Metlakah- 
lla. Since the close of tho session it has 
been decided to establish a similar school 
in Kootonay district. The apjiropriation 
for the lirat three ia Si5,7o0 each, .$2,500 
to be spent on buildings, and tho balance 
for the maintenance of a school of twenty- 
five pupils at an estimated aiiniml cost of 
§130 per head. For tho Kootonay school 
a larger sum, $8,600, was appropriated, 
owing to the isolation of ita location on 
St. Mary's reserve, g4,500 buildings and 
§4,000 for the maintenance and tuition of 
thirty jiupils. Dr. Powell, superintend- 
ent of Indian aflairs for this province, has 
idready selected the sites for tho schools, 
suhject to the approval of the department. 

Kuper Island, off Chomaiuus, has been 
chosen for tho Island school, and is very 
favorable. The site i.'? on Telegraph Har- 
bor, facing Chemainus, with a consider- 
able area of agricultural land adjacent, 
plenty of timber, well slieitered and with 
a bountiful water supply. On tlio north- 
ern end of the ialatul is.a village contain- 
ing 'tbout 303 Ponelakut ludmns. 'The 
CheniainuH Indians are at the month of 
the river, it is a short distanco from the 
Cowiclian and Oyster Bay Indiana and 
within easy reach of Nanaimo. Nineteen 
hundred Indians are within a radius of 
fifty miles from the school. 

At Mollakahtla, the old achool house is 
being refitted for the purposes of an in- 
dustrial school, and Agent Todd at the 
present time has a number of men at 
work. The site at Metlakahtla has be- 
coiiio famous, and there can bo no ques- 
tion that its central location ia very favor- 
able for the succoas of the school. The 
Indians uf ihoNaas, Skeena and those in 
its immediate vicinity are within easy 
reach of Metlakahtla. 

Tho site for_the school for the Kam- 
loops Indians is situated on the reserve, 
opposite tho town, two miles from the 
iiioULii of Lue Nuilii Thuinpaon river. 
This location is also central, being con- 
venient for the North and South Thomp- 
son Indians in the Okanagon district, 
etc. 

The site for tbo ' Kootonay school pos- 
sesses similar advantages in point of con- 
venience and location, on St. Mary's re- 
serve, which abounds in good agricultural 
land, and plenty of water for irrigation 
purposes. 

The oduciitional system to be followed 
has not as yet been outlined, but it is 
presumed that it will consist of the ordin- 
ary English branches, agriculture, and 

instruction in two or more trades. 

Tho school building is divided into two 
wiiiga, niid on a similar plan to that of 
the Woshacado Home and Industrial 
School at Elkhorii, in the Northwest 
Territories. The boys will occupy one 
wing, the girls another. Every provision 
is made for their comfort and convenience, 
and for tho housing of their inatruotors. 

PRESBYTERIAN 'ORDINATION. 

To TUK Editok: — I notice in tho Pree- 
hijterian Review of August 16th the fol- 
lowing items; "Mr.'iH.'E. Fraser, B.A., 
of Knox Collegje, Toronto, has been 
licensed and ordained in Vancouver City, 
B.C., by the presbytery of Columbia, its 
earliest ordination. Mr. Fraser enjoys 
the distinction of being the first Presby- 
terian ordained in tho new province of 
British Columbia." 

Mr. Fraser may enjoy the distinction 
of being the first Presbyterian ordained 
by the Presbytery of CoK in^ .a, but he 
certainly does not enjoy the disi .'nctioii of 
being tho first Presbyteriiin ordained in 
tho new jiroviuco of British Columbia. 
Tho Rev. Alexander Dunn, a licentiate of 
the Presbytery of Glasgow, Scotland, was 
ordained in St. Andrew's Church, Victoria, 
to tho pastoral charge of Langlcy ond sur- 
rounding districts by the Presbytoiy of 
British Columbia on the first day of Sep- 
tember, 1875, At the same time and 
place the Rev. Alexander B. Nicholscti, a 
licentiate of tho Presbytery of Oregon, 
U. S., waa ordained to tho ollice of the 
holy ministry, his field of labor being Vic- 
toria and aurrouiiding diatricta. On tho 
firafc day of November, 1877, the Rev. 
Bevoridge Knox McElmon, a licentiate of 
tho Presbytery of Truro, Nova Scotia, 
waa ordained in St. Andrew's Church, 
Victoria, aa a missionary in British Col- 
umbia. Ho afterwards became minister 
of Comox and Bay no Sound.

Pacific Railway Co., which has done ao 
much to develoiie our mines by giving 
reasonable oro freights, will be without 
the freight of several hundred tons' of ore 
a day, which olherwise would swell their 
tralUc in the near future. 

Again— we. musli recognize that tho 
tendency of American opinion, if not leg- 
kslation, is to put prohibitory duties on 
our le.id ores. The owners of .American 
amellers need our ores in their businesa, 
hut tho load mine owners, who have much 
iiilluoiice ill congress, wish to exclude 
thom. It is tho competitive production of 
this undeveloped district which I have 
boon describing that they fear, knowing 
tho extent and value of it, app.irently, 
hotter than wo do. The remedy is lor us 
to lind markets iiuU;jiciiileiitly ; to-improve 
and eheipen coinmuiiiciliona; to foaler 
the growth of wiirka and appliances to 
treat ores, and to seek atroniioualy uinan- 
cipation from the . offpcts of the custom 
house legislatioii on tlie part of our neigh- 
bors. 

It Would be foolish lo overlook the 
many dilliculties in the way of developing 
these camp.'--, but equally- foolish to forget 
that even greater dilliculties have been 
successfully suiiuounU'il elsewhere, as, 
doubtless they will lie here. I estimate 
that there are about 200 niiiier.s in the 
sub-division cliiolly Americans. They 
form a sensible, well-behaved community. 
Messrs. Hall, Topping, Colviugli and Hun- 
iliu'aou, .■it, To.'id iMiiiinl.'iin; Messrs. Hon- 
ilryx. Wheeler and Dunc.iu, at the lake, 
gave me iiiucli infornialioii.
